WASHINGTON, May 6 (UP)— 
Speaker Joseph W. Martin Jr.

Meantime Attorney General 
Tom Gentry of Arkansas an- 
nounced he would challenge in 
the courts the validity of any law 
“undertaking to give away the 
natural resources” of the sub- 
merged off-shore lands. 

He invited attorneys general of 
Other states interested in such a 
suit to join him. 

Gentry said the legislation 
passed by the Senate yesterday 
benefits California, Louisiana and 
Texas “at the expense of the peo- 
ple of all the other states, includ- 
ing Arkansas.” 


VOTE CLIMAXES

This measure, once it is enact- 
ed into law, will reverse a Su- 
preme Court ruling giving the 
Federal Government paramount 
rights to, and full dominion over 
the coastal belt extending from 
low tide seaward over the conti- 
nental shelf. It would give the 
coastal states title to the marginal 
sea belt from low tide to their 
“historic.” boundaries. 

The Senate bill now goes to the 
House, which had approved a 
quitclaim version more in har- 
mony with the thinking of the 
White House. The House measure 
not only affirms federal jurisdic- 
tion over the vast continental 
shelf, as does the Senate bill, but 
in addition specifically provides 
that the Federal Government 
have full control over leasing 
supervision. 

Conference Possible. 

If ‘the House will not accept 
the Senate bill, the issue will go 
to a House-Senate conference 
committee to iron out the differ- 
ences. The Senate prefers to 
leave to a later bill the whole 
question of leasing control over 
the outer continental shelf. 

In other major respects, the 
Senate and House bills are vir- 
tually identical. They would: 

1. Vest title in the marginal 
sea belt to the coastal states. 

2. Leave to the courts or to 
later affirmation by Congress 
the claims of Texas and Florida 
to 1044-mile boundaries and the 
claim of Louisiana to 27 miles. 

3. Return to California, Texas 
and Louisiana approximately 
$62,000,000 in escrow from oil- 
gas royalties which has accumu- 
lated since the Supreme Court 
voided the States’ claim to the 
marginal sea. 

President Eisenhower has said 
several times he will sign the 
bill, in fulfillment of a pledge 
made last year in the campaign.

U.S. TURNS POWER PROJECT 
IN WEST OVER TO UTILITY 


McKay Says Congress Wouldn’t Provide 
Funds for Hells Canyon Dam, but 
Private Firm Is Ready to Build 3.

WASHINGTON, May 6—Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s Administration 

announced its first major de- 
cision in the field of hydro-elec- 
tric power and has favored private 
over public development, revers- 
ing the position of the previous 
Democratic administrations. 

The specific decision was to 
withdraw objections by the In- 
terior Department to a plan by the 
Idaho Power Co. to. construct 
three dams on the Snake river on 
the Oregon-Idaho border. The 
department previously had sup- 
ported the federal Hells canyon 
project in the area. 

The announcement of the shift 
in policy was made at an unusual 
and crowded press conference 
yesterday by Secretary of the In- 
terior Douglas McKay. He ex- 
plained. he had taken up the 
matter at a Cabinet meeting two 
weeks ago to be certain there 
was no conflict with Administra- 
tion thinking. 

Present at the conference were 
10 of the Governors of the 11 
Western states, who were in 
Washington for an over-all brief- 
ing on Federal problems. McKay 
said none of them had any ob- 
jection to the new policy and 
added he had given them assur- 
ances the action would not preju-

A similar bill sponsored by 
Heller in 1951 failed to get com- 
mittee approval, so never was 
considered on the House floor.

Public Law 733 provides that 
any federal worker whose trust- 
worthiness {is doubted may be 

fired by the head of his agency, 
after a hearing before an agency 
board, The McCarran rider, which 
Congress has tacked onto State 
Department appropriation bills 
annually for the last seven years 
gave the Secretary of State unlim- 
ited authority to fire an em 
without a hearing and without giv- 
ing a reason. 

Authority Extended. 

Congress extended the same au- 
thority to the ‘Secretary of Com- 
merce in 1950. This year, the 
House Appropriations Committee 
sought to extend the summary fir- 
ing powers to the Attorney Gen- 
eral, by applying ae rider to all 
employes covered s $1,143,- 
146,712 he a bill to run 
the State, Commerce and Justice 
Departments during the 1954 fis- 
cal year beginning July 1. 

Stirred by sharp protests from 
veterans organizations, who said 
the rider would undermine the 
civil service and veterans’ préfer- 
ence laws, House members yes- 
terday rejected the rider 181 to 
167. The House then passed the 
bill, 334 to 5, and sent it to the 
Senate. 

The surprise action was the big- 

est upset for the Republicans 
since they took over House con- 
trol in January. Their usually in- 
tact lines parted, while the Demo- 
cratic minority, often split wide 
open, stuck closer together than 
on many past votes. Voting 
against the firing provision were 
153 Democrats, 27 Republicans 
and one Independent. It had the 
support of 160 Republicans and 
eight Democrats.

N.A.C.A. scientists indicated that 
they are thinking about full-sized 
jet-powered ‘vertical risers’ hav- 
ing variable-curvature wings, They 
announced that “recent develop- 
ments of turbo-prop and turbo-jet 
engines with very high power for 
their weight, has quickened in- 
terest in vertically rising. air- 
craft.” 

After a vertical take-off, the 
pilot of a jet-powered ‘‘vertical 
riser” would uncurve the wings 
of his aircraft and go forward as 
the thrust was directed rearward. 


Army and Marine Corps offi- | 
cers believe that development of | 
troop-carrying planes capable of 
vertical take-offs and landings and 
high forward speeds, would revo- 
lutionize warfare, since it would 
pérmit rapid shifting of troops. 

“Rocket “Riser” Desired. 


The Navy and the Air Force 
are reported to be _ interested 
also in another type of ‘vertical 
riser’—a triangular shaped fighter 
plane with jet power for straight | 
and level flight and rocket power | 
for take-offs. This plarfe would | 
sit on its tail, nose upward, and 
would take off like a skyrocket | 
the instant word of approaching | 
enemy bombers was flashed. 


The use of such vertically rising 
fighters on aircraft-carriers would 
eliminate the need of catapults 
for launching planes. 

A study recently published by 
the British Roya] Air Force indi- 
cates Russia also is at work on 
vertically rising rocket takeoff 
fighters. ,

that they are working on guided’ 
missiles which may attain speeds 
of up to 15,000 miles an hour, or 
almost 20 times’ the speed of 
sound:

Since my husband manages the park- 
ing lot that was so severely criticized in 
the “Letters from the People” April 25, 
may I say that a man can only do so 
much with what he has at hand. This 
lot is not too large and accommodates 
as many cars as possible at one time. 

When there is a large affair at Kiel 
Auditorium parking facilities are often 
inadequate, but this is not the fault of 
the operators.

Thus Hilsman, Hogan, Pentland and Byrne 
are responsible for the defeat of this important 
municipal rehabilitation measure.

For this outrageous disservice to the city 
which they are supposed to represent, Hilsman, 
Hogan and Pentland had only the lamest of lame 
excuses. They said they voted against the bill 
because it permitted the condemnation of resi- 
dential property for parking lots or garages. 
Hilsman addéd even more weakly that there 
already are ehough parking facilities in down- 
town St. Louis. 

That last argument is so far from the fact 
that it deserves no refutation. As for the 
solicitude for residential property, that repre- 
sents a bridge which should have been crossed, 
if at,all, only after the bill was adopted. After 
all, the measure would have condemned no 
property anywhere; it would only have given 
the city the right of condemnation. It would 
have left plenty of time and opportunity to 
fight ahy proposed condemnation once the city 
had perfected its parking pians. 

In other words, the St. Louis State Senators 
voted against a situation which does not exist 
and which might never exist. Or did they have 
other, perhaps even less acceptable motives 
which they were unwilling to mention? 

Perhaps the worst aspect of this failure of 
the St. Louis State Senators to support solidly 
the interests of St. Louis—worse even than the 
loss of the parking bill—is the shadow which it 
casts on the city’s request for renewal of the 
earnings tax. 

As in the case of the parking bill, Senators 
Hilsman, Hogan and Pentland voted against 
perfection of the earnings tax bill when Senator 
Kinney called it up Tuesday. Senators Hess 
and Byrne voted with Kinney in favor of this 
measure which is so indispensable to the city's 
welfare. Of course, a “no” vote could be inter- 
preted as a protest against exemption of non- 
residents in the bill as it now stands. 

The bill was advanced, but in a form which 
Mayor Tucker fears may be unconstitutional. 
Moreover, the bill fell short by three votes of 
the number needed for final passage. 

Those three needed votes are held by Senators 
Hilsman, Hogan and Pentland. Are we going to 
be defeated by our own? The answer is up to 
them,

What could come as a greater shock than 
the news that Ohio, Mother of Presidents, is not 
a full-fledged member of the Union? 

Nothing scarcely, afd yet that is the burden 
of a bill which Congressman Bender, Buckeye 
State Republican, is belatedly sponsoring in the 
House, It develops that one necessary, final 
step in the admission of Ohio was overlooked 
by Congress 150 years ago. And so Mr. Bender, 
in a bit of a lather, has guided a bill through 
the House Interior Committee and onto the floor 
with all possible dispatch. 

He'd better hurry! And when the bill gets 
to the Senate, Messrs. Taft and Bricker surely 
will set aside everything else and push it 
through the upper chamber. Just think of it— 
the state of Presidents Garfield and Hayes and 
McKinley and Taft and Harding not a lawful 
member of the Union! The state of senatorial 
giants Marcus Alonzo Hanna, John Sherman, 
Simeon D, Fess and Frank B. Willis, who made 
the famous “clean as a hound’s tooth” speech, 
not actually qualified to vote on constitutional 
amendments! The state of Chief Justice Salmon 
P. Chase and Cabinet luminaries like Attorney 
General Harry M. Daugherty really not one of 
the 48! ; 

But that is not the worst of it. What really 
makes this serious is the grave likelihood that 
some malcontent in Congress will up and chal- 
lenge a century and a half of our governmental 
history. For if someone raises the point, who 
can say that all laws passed with the vote of 
Ohio Senators and Representatives and approval 
of Ohio Presidents are not illegal? 

And there is something else. If the Bender 
bill doesn’t get through before. the Hawaiian 

admission bill passes the Senate, Hawaii will be 
the 48th state and Ohio will be the 49th. How 
will Cincinnati, Coshocton and Blooming Grove 
like thaf? 
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Against the Simpson Bill 

It is a credit to the Eisenhawer Administra- 
tion that its Cabinet spokesmen have unequivo- 
cally called upon Congress to reject the Simpson 
bill for a one-year extension of the Reciprocal 
Trade Agreements Act. 

The Administration also favors a one-year 
extension, but Secretaries Dulles, Humphrey and 
Weeks have made clear, in their testimony be- 
fore the House Ways and Means Committee, that 
the various restrictive devices in the Simpson 
bill are in conflict with Administration policy 
on international trade, . 

The rough treatment given Secretary Weeks 
by some high-tariff members of the Ways and 
Means Committee indicates how unpalatable 
they found this statement of the Administra- 
tion’s position. Not long ago the high-tariff bloc 
was purring like a kitten over the appointment 
of Joseph E, Talbot, who voted against the Re- 
ciprocal Trade Act, as a member of the United 
States Tariff Commission. The purr has now 
turned to a disappointed growl. 

Essentially what the Administration seeks is 
a one-year standstill on foreign trade policy. 
Secretary Dulles promised the committee that 


he would negotiate no new tradé agreements — 


under a one-year extension of the act. On the 
other hand, he argued against adding any new 
restrictions to the present law. In effect, he is 
calling for a truce in the tariff battle while a 
hew commission, composed of Congressmen and 
presidential appointees, makes yet another study 
of this much studied problem. 

A truce and a standstill in themselves repre- 
sent a substantial victory for the high-tariff bloc. 
A strong policy looking toward reduced trade 
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were present and voted: ,

Good Second-Thought on Oahe 


In restoring Oahe dam to the budget, though 
at a reduced figure, the Administration took 
commendable second-thought. There must have 
been considerable pressure on President Eisen- 
hower to kill Oahe, though $32,000,000 has al- 
ready been spent or committed. 


Oahe, which is under construction near 
Pierre, S. D., is the key project among six main- 
stream dams on the Missouri river. It will de- 
crease the cost of the five other-dams, add to 
their productivity, firm up their power, increase 
the useful life of one of them by cutting down 
on siltation, and will itself be the largest single 
producer of electric power. The Missouri Basin 
Survey Commission came to the conclusion after 
its study that Oahe should be completed. 

Oahe’s survival in the budget, committing the 
Administration to the project as it does, will 
also give a measure of réassurance. Many in 


this region had feared for the public power pro- | 


gram. Like The Daily Plainsman of Huron, 
S. D., whose editorial was reprinted on this page 
the other day, and the Pierre (£.D.) Capital 
Journal, they did not hesitate” to speak 
up. The Lincoln Star, in Nebraska’s capital, is 
among other newspapers that spoke out force- 
fully for Oahe, The Administration’s action is 
thus to some extent a response to manifest pub- 
lic opinion in the basin.

ae FIFTH GENERATION, by Dante Arfelli. (Scribner's, 
pqs., $3.50.) 


Thirty-one-year-old Dante Affelli’s sec- 
ond novel is further evidence that Ameri- 
can interest in Italian fiction, stimulated 
by translations of Levi, Moravia, Pratolini 
and others, will continue to be fed by the 
work of Italy’s talented younger writers. 


His new book, if not totally satisfying, 
perceptively and quietly delineates the 
treacherous journey toward adulthood of 
two boys, Claudio and Berto. Their world 
is a small fishing village shortly before 
and during World War II. Starting from 
the point of view of Claudio’s mother — 
poor, dissatisfied but unable even to sus-

As a child, Claudio 
is a follower, just as 
his precocious, ag- 
gressive friend Berto 
is a leader, Berto's 
one idea, which 
never alters, ¢s to be 
rich and successfu!.

He 
looks at his father

While churchmen, acting 
through the general board of the 
National Council of Churches of 
Christ in America, have upheld 
the right of Congress to conduct 
investigations, some committees 
have “deliberately” perverted the 
principle that “one is innocent 
until he is proved guilty,” the 
bishop said. 

He blamed the “procedural 
methods of some zealous investi- 
gators” in asserting: “Guilt is as- 
sumed or implied; an accusation 
is taken as a fact.” He continued: 

“As a result, there is in this 
country an atmosphere of suspi- 
cion, mistrust and fear. If by such 
methods we could root out and 


stroy our liberties—which is doubt- 
ful—we would have, when the end 
had been achieved, not a nation of 
free people, but a people enslaved 
by their suspicion and mistrust 
and fear of one another. 

“We are, I believe, seriously 
threatened now from _ within, 
threatened with the loss of free- 
dom of opinion, freedom of the 
press, freedom of education, 
freedom of the pulpit. 

“And because the threat comes 
in the guise of an effort to main- 
tain our free institutions, many 
people fail to see that we are in 
any way threatened. 

Warns of Denial of Freedom. 

“But freedom cannot be main-

because it permitted the condemnation of resi- 
dential property for parking lots or garages. 
Hilsman added even more weakly that there 
already are enough p&rking facilities in down- 
town St. Louis. 

That last argument is so far from the fact 
that it deserves no refutation. As for the 
solicitude for residential property, that repre- 
sents a bridge which should have been crossed, 
if at,all, only after the bill was adopted. After 
all, the measure would have condemned no 
property anywhere; it would only have given 
the city the right of condemnation, It would 
have left plenty of time and opportunity to 
fight any proposed condemnation once the city 
had perfected its parking plans. 

In other words, the St. Louis State Senators 
voted against a situation which does not exist 
and which might never exist. Or did they have 
other, perhaps even less acceptable motives 
which they were unwilling to mention? 

Perhaps the worst aspect of this failure of 
the St. Louis State Senators to support solidly 
the interests of St. Louis—worse even than the 
loss of the parking bill—is the shadow which it 
casts on the city’s request for renewal of the 
earnings tax. 

As in the case of the parking bill, Senators 
Hilsman, Hogan and Pentland voted against 
perfection of the earnings tax bill when Senator 
Kinney called it up Tuesday. Senators Héss 
and Byrne voted with Kinney in favor of this 
measure which is so indispensable to the city’s 
welfare. Of course, a “no” Vote could be inter- 
preted as a protest against exemption of non- 
residents in the bill as it now stands. 

The bill was advanced, but in a form which 
Mayor Tucker fears may be unconstitutional. 
Moreover, the bill fell short by three votes of 
the number needed for final passage. 

Those three needed votes are held by Senators 
Hilsman, Hogan and Pentland. Are we going to 
be defeated by our own? The answer is up to 
them.

What could come as a greater shock than 
the news that Ohio, Mother of Presidents, is not 
a full-fledged member of the Union? 

Nothing scarcely, afid yet that is the burden 
of a bill which Congressman Bender, Buckeye 
State Republican, is belatedly sponsoring in the 
House. It develops that one necessary, final 
step in the admission of Ohio was overlooked 
by Congress 150 years ago. And so Mr. Bender, 
in a bit of a lather, has guided a bill through 
the House Interior Committee and onto the floor 
with all possible dispatch. 

He’d better hurry! And when the bill gets 
to the Senate, Messrs. Taft and Bricker surely 
will set aside everything else and push it 
through the upper chamber. Just think of it— 
the state of Presidents Garfield and Hayes and 
McKinley and Taft and Harding not a lawful 
member of the Union! The state of senatorial 
giants Marcus Alonzo Hanna, John Sherman, 
Simeon D. Fess and Frank B. Willis, who made 
the famous “clean as a hound’s tooth” speech, 
not actually qualified to vote on constitutional 
amendments! The state of Chief Justice Salmon 
P. Chase and Cabinet luminaries like Attorney 
General Harry M. Daugherty really not one of 
the 48! 

But that is not the worst of it. What really 
makes this serious is the grave likelihood that 
some malcontent in Congress will up and chal- 
lenge a century and a half of our governmental 
history. For if someone raises the point, who 
can say that all laws passed with the vote of 
Ohio Senators and Representatives and approval 
of Ohio Presidents are not illegal? 

And there is something else. If the Bender 
bill doesn’t get through before the Hawaiian 
admission bill passes the Senate, Hawaii will be 
the 48th state and Ohio will be the 49th. How 
will Cincinnati, Coshocton and Blooming Grove 
like thaf? 
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Against the Simpson Bill 

It is a credit to the Eisenhawer Administra- 
tion that its Cabinet spokesmen have unequivo- 
cally called upon Congress to reject the Simpson 
bill for a one-year extension of the Reciprocal 
Trade Agreements Act. 

The Administration also favors a one-year 
extension, but Secretaries Dulles, Humphrey and 
Weeks have made clear, in their testimony be- 
fore the House Ways and Means Committee, that 
the various restrictive devices in the Simpson. 
bill are in conflict with Administration policy 
on international trade. 

The rough treatment given Secretary Weeks 
by some high-tariff members of the Ways and 
Means Committee indicates how unpalatable 
they found this statement of the Administra- 
tion’s position. Not long ago the high-tariff bloc 
was purring like a kitten over the appointment 
of Joseph E. Talbot, who voted against the Re- 
ciprocal Trade Act, as a member of the United 
States Tariff Commission. The purr has now 
turned to a disappointed growl. 

Essentially what the Administration seeks Is 
a one-year standstill on foreign trade policy. 
Secretary Dulles promised the committee that 


he would negotiate no new tradé agreements — 


under a one-year extension of the act. On the 
other hand, he argued against adding any new 
restrictions to the present law. In effect, he is 
calling for a tritce in the tariff battle while a 
new commission, composed of Congressmen and 
presidential appointees, makes yet another study 
of this much studied problem. 

A truce and a standstill in themselves repre- 
sent a substantial victory for the high-tariff bloc.

Good Second-Thought on Oahe 


In restoring Oahe dam to the budget, though 
at a reduced figure, the Administration took 
commendable second-thought. There must have 
been considerable pressure on President Eisen- 
hower to kill Oahe, though $32,000,000 has al- 
ready been spent or committed. 


Oahe, which is under construction néar 
Pierre, S. D., is the key project among six main- 
stream dams on the Missouri river. It will de- 
crease the cost of the five other-dams, add to 
their productivity, firm up their power, increase 
the useful life of one of them by cutting down 
on siltation, and will itself be the largest single 
producer of electric power. The Missouri Basin 
Survey Commission came to the conclusion after 
its study that Oahe should be completed. 

Oahe’s survival in the budget, committing the 
Administration to the project as it does, will 
also give a measure of reassurance. Many in 


this region had feared for the public power pro- — 


gram. Like The Daily Plainsman of Huron, 
S. D., whose editorial was reprinted on this page 
the other day, and the Pierre (£.D.) Capital 
Journal, they did not’ hesitate’ to speak 
up. The Lincoln Star, in Nebraska's capital, is 
among other newspapers that spoke out force- 
fully for Oahe, The Administration’s action is 
thus to some extent a response to manifest pub- 
lic opinion in the basin. 

This development will be all the better if it 
marks the end of debating whether Oahe is or 
is not to be built. The time for that debate was 
before construction was started. Oahe is being 


built now, and the only economical course is to —

THE FIFTH GENERATION, by Dante Arfelli. (Scribner's, 
p@s., $3.50.) 

Thirty-one-year-old Dante Affelli’s sec- 
ond novel is further evidence that Ameri- 
can interest in Italian fiction, stimulated 
by translations of Levi, Moravia, Pratolini 
and others, will continue to be fed by the 
work of Italy’s talented younger writers.

Prepared by Observers. 

The document was prepared by 
Robert S. Byfield and W. W. 
Cumberland, New York Stock 
Exchange representatives on the 
non-Government observer group 
attached to the U.S. delegation. 
Prepared before Stalin's death, it 
was again brought to Washing- 
ton’s attention after the opening 
of the new Moscow peace offen- 
sive. Byfield said, “Stalin’s death 
has made no difference in the 
over-all blueprint for Soviet eco- 
nomic domination.” 

The report says the Soviet 
drive is attempting to cut off the 
United States from raw materials 
and strategic items abroad, de- 
stroy markets for U.S, manufac- 
tured goods, cause Americans to 
lose control of assets through 
propaganda for nationalization, 
socialization, confiscatory taxation 
and the like. 

The Soviet Union also is at- 
tempting to stop the flow of U.S. 
capital abroad, to cause Ameri- 
cans to lose friends and to induce 
the United States to weaken itself 
financially and “scatter our ef- 
forts around the world,” the re- 
port adds. As an example, it 
pointed to the Soviet support of 
a resolution, adopted by the U.N. 
over. American objections, vali- 
dating the right of U.N. members 
to nationalize wealth and re- 
sources but failing to “protect 
the rights and interests of in- 
vestors.” ‘ 

Defeat for United States. 

The adoption of this and a 
number of other resolutions in 
the U.N. Assembly’s seventh ses- 
sion, says the report, “constituted 


a serious diplomatic defeat both ?. 


for the United States and for the 
principles of a free economy, and 
starkly outlined the parliamentary 


weakness of our position.” 

“There has been little prompt, | 
determined and effective reply to | 
Communist propaganda,” the re- 
port says of U.N. debates. “More- 
over, there has been no disposi- 
tion on the part of the United 
States delegation or other non- 
Communist delegations to take 
the initiative in presenting the 
case for individual enterprise.” 

The United States, it adds, 
might benefit from a study aimed 
at forming a high level policy for 
the future. In countering “the 
steady pounding of Soviet propa- 
ganda in and out of the U.N.,” 
the report says, the United States 
has failed to explain to the world 
“what free enterprise is really 
like and how American capitalism 
really operates.” United States 
foreign policy, it continues, “has 
not properly supported the rights 
of those Americans who risk 
their capital abroad.” 

While awareness of. American 
business to the Soviet attack on 
its operations abroad is becoming 
keener, it said, “much needs to 
be done in an organized fashion— 
and done quickly!” 

Reports Recommendations. 

The report recommends: 

1. High-level formulation of 
basic policies in the economic 
and social phases of United States 
defense strategy. 

2. Effective co-operation be- 
tween the United States mission 
‘and higher authorities in the 
State. Department having juris- 
diction over U.N. affairs. 

3. Close liaison of the U.N. 
mission with the central agency 
in Washington in planning and 
carrying out“psychological strat- 
e dag 
4. “In view of the Kremlin 
conspiracy for world economic 
hegemony, the economic, finan- 
cial and social problems in the 
ULN., its committees and special- 
ized agencies must be considered 
as a defense area and policies ex- 
ecuted with this in mind.” 

5. Specialists in economic and 
related matters “must constitute 
a larger component of the mission

CANADIAN AND 
U.S. DOLLARS 


RETURN TO PAR 


NEW YORK, May 6 (AP)—The 
Canadian dollar—which has out- 
ranked the United States dollar 
in value for more than a year— 
sank to its lowest level in 13 
months today and dropped below 
par with the U.S. dollar in at least 


one foreign exchange center. 


The Dominion dollar was quot- 
ed here at 11-32 of a cent above 
par, the lowest premium since 
March 24, 1952. In Aygust last 
year it commanded a premium of 


4 5-16 cents. 


At Watertown, N.Y., the Cana-- 
dian dollar fell to 99 cents—the 
first time it had been discounted 


since March 7 last year. 


At Buffalo, N.Y., the buying 
rate of the Canadian dollar re- 
turned to par for the first time 
since March 14, 1952, as banks 
started giving American money 
for Canadian on an equal basis. 
A selling rate of one per cent 
premium on Canadian money was 
posted, with the banks giving one 
Canadian dollar for $1.01 in U.S. 


money. 


New York circles attributed the 
recent gradual but steady decline 
in the value of the Canadian dol- 
iar to “hardening” of the United 
States dollar. American investors 
are switching from Canadian to 
American securities and exchang- 
ing the Canadian moneg they re-

Place in a 
bed of coals for 20 or 30 minutes, 
depending on the size of the fish, 
and turn several times, using care 
not to puncture the wrapping. 
Open the package and eat im- 
mediately right off the foil. The 
French never had it so good! 

A young squirrel (the season 
opens May 30), wrapped with a 
couple slices of bacon ind sea- 
soned to taste, cooked in foil on 
a bed of coals, is a tender, tasty 
morsel that will please any camp 
gourmet. Steaks may a 
cooked in their own juices by foil 
cookery, but salt should be added 
after the airtight envelope is 
opened. This permits the steak 
to retain the juices which would 
have been drawn out by adding 
the salt. Fowl can be cooked by 
making a crude wire-spit cradle 
out of baling wire picked up 
around a nearby farm, and the 
fowl cooked rotisserie style above 
the flames of the camp fire. If 
the fowl is fat, no butter or oil 
is necessary when it is enclosed 
in the foil.

Dancer early in the race. 

“I could see what was in the 
boy’s mind,” said Guerin. “I 
could see it coming and he hit 
me. What was I supposed to do?” 

But Popara, who is riding at 
Churchill Downs, was quick to 
deny he bumped The Dancer in- 
tentionally,. 

“I'm sorry about the whole 
thing,” he said in Louisville. “It 
is possible the bumping kept Na- 
tive Dancer from winning, but 
when you have a string of vic- 
tories, racing luck is bound to 
catch up with you. 

“There were a lot of horses 
together when we hit the turn 
and I couldn't get back of Guer- 
in’s horse, so I tried to circle 
The Dancer. I actually thought 'I 
had cleared Native Dancer, but 
my horse changed stride and I 
heard Guerin yell.” 

Did Not Run His Race. 

Guerin said thaf The Dancer 
would have won by five lengths 
if he had run his usual race. As 
it was, Dark Star beat Guerin’s 
mount by a head and was run- 
ning out of steam as fast as The 
Dancer was. making up ground 
at the wire. 

“He just didn’t run his race,” 
Guerin commented. “He ran only 
once in the race as far as I’m 
concerned, That was in the last 
sixteenth of a mile when he really 
levelled off with his ears pinned 
back and was going after Dark 
Star. Considering that it wasn’t 
his race, if we didn’t have that 
trouble on the first turn, we still 
would have won.” 

Many observers were critical 
of the way Guerin handled The 
Dancer, the prohibitive favorite, 
which had won 11 straight races. 
They thought he did not make 
his bid soon enough. 

But Guerin defended himself 
and he was backed by Trainer 
Bill Winfrey. In fact, Guerin said, 
if the same situation came about 
again, he’d pilot The Dancer the 
same way he did in the Derby. 

“If I used the whip on The 
Dancer with a mile to go, you 
wouldn't blame Mr. Vanderbilt 
for blowing his top,” Guerin in- 
sisted. “And even if I had given 
him the whip, I was right on 
the heels of two other horses. If 
Native Dancer had gunned ahead, 
I would surely have clipped their 
heels and you would have seen 
the worst mess of flying horses 
and thrown jockeys in history.” 

Easy to Second-Guess. 

Trainer Bill Winfrey said any- 
one could second-guess the ride 
Guerin gave The Dancer after the 
race. 

“Sure, he was bothered on the 
first turn,” said Winfrey, “but I 
certainly couldn’t blame Eric for 
that. It was just bad running luck 
and could have happened in any 
race. The only thing I did notice 
was that The Dancer was on the 
outside on the far turn and wound 
up on the inside.” 

Guerin also had an explanation 
for that move. 

“When we hit the three-and-a- 
half furlong mark on the out- 
side,” he said, “The Dancer 
wasn’t giving me anything. I 
didn’t even think we would fin- 
ish in the money. I took him to 
the rail because I felt we needed 
every inch we could get.”

Medical Checkups

RE you one of those. people who thinks that as long as 
A you feel all right, there is no point in visiting your doctor 

for a checkup? That idea doesn’t make sense to me. How 
can modern medical diagnostic methods help you if you don’t 
, visit your physician periodically? 

More and. more corporations think highly enough of 
periodic ‘medical checkups for their valuable executives that 
they require and pay for them from corporation funds. The 
experience of these corporations is that modern diagnosis and 
preventive medicine helps keep highly trained men on the job.

A MEDICAL CHECKUP can find diabetes mellitus, high 
blood pressure, nephritis, anemias, tuberculosis, some glaucoma 
(which is the leading cause of blindness because often it is dis- 
covered too late), some heart disease, syphilis, leukemia, some 
eancer (if it is large enough for detection), as well as some 
hardening of the arteries, even without symptoms of any of 


these illnesses. 


Early cancer, tuberculosis, nephritis, anemias, glaucoma, 
and syphilis often can be cured or arrested. Diabetes and 
pernicious anemia can be completely controlled by treatment, 
delaying for a long time damage to the body and allowing the 
sufferer to work effectively. By knowing that heart disease, 
early coronary artery disease, or high blood pressure is pres- 
ent, the work situation can be changed. This, together with 
other treatment, often can delay further damage from these 


diseases.

or checkups. Medical knowledge and doctors have their lim- 
itations. 
‘= For instance, no checkup, regardless of how exhaustive 
and skilled it may be, can find the earliest tiny beginnings of 
cancem Nor does the fact that your:doctor has found no dis- 
ease today guarantee you perfect health for the indefinite 


future.

Americans had a checkup each year, every practicing physician 
in the United States would have to spend 120 ten-hour days.

UEEN ELIZABETH spends a great deal of her time at her desk, 

yet, because of the glamour of the crown, it is much easier; to 

find photographs of her in filmy, billowing evening gowns, with 
gleaming tiaras and the brilliant Order of the Garter, than to bring 
to light one showing her busy in her sitting room. 


Elizabeth works at the same 
large desk that followed her to 
Clarence House and back again 
to Buckingham Palace. 

As a soversaee she must at- 
tend to official duties, as a Queen 
she has last word on what is 
served at her tables and de- 
cisions on color. schemes and 
household appointments, and as 
a mother she insists that her 
special place in her children’s 
daily program remain undisturb- 
ed. When in London she has 
little leisure. 

Political reports and top secret 
correspondence on world ’ affairs 
from ministers, ambassadors and 
high commissioners arrive dail 
to keep the Queen informed, 
They arrive in Despatch Boxes-— 
impressive leather-covered ob- 
long cases. The contents must 
be read though the reports are 
often long, involved and dry. 

Budgetting her time so that 
her children and her “boxes” get 
due consideration has been one 
‘of the Queen’s more difficult re- 
arrangements, King George VI 
usually went through his “boxes” 
late in the afternoon, during the 
quiet interlude after tea. The 
Queen has always devoted: this 
particular hour to the nursery. 

Prince Charles grumbled re- 
cently when he missed his usual 
afternoon visit and asked patheti- 
cally why his mother “had to 
‘Queen’ at.tea time?” So, Eliza- 
beth is keeping to her original 
schedule, though the Prime Min- 
ister’s weekly—and sometimes 
more frequent—visits, previously 
timed around 5:30, are now ar- 
ranged an hour later.

What you can do, however, is 
to give them an attractive finish 
all of their own. For this we 
find enamel paint about the best 
bet. Stains on these woods are 
not too successful. 

When you get a piece of un- 
painted furniture, first give it a 
light going over with sandpaper 
to smooth out any rough spots. 

Next, wipe it down with a cloth 
dampened in turpentine. 

Now give it a coat f enamel 
undercoater and when this is dry, 
fill any rough spots or holes with 
spackle. When these fillers are 
dry give the areas another sand- 
ing and follow this with a dusting. 

Before more dust has a.chance 
to collect on the surface, apply 
the finish coat of enamel in any 
color you want. . 

Most enamel these days covers 
in one coat but now and then 
you'll find a case where additional 
coats are . Its a wise 
idea, if additional coats are re- 
quired, to sand the finish down 
very lightly before applying the 
fresh coat.

West said later that he was 
pretty dubious about leading a 
spade against the strong North- 
South bidding, but other leads 
looked even worse, so he selected 
the spade four. Declarer cap- 
tured East’s queen, then led a 
club to the king and returned 
dummy’s low club. East seized 
the opportunity to discard the 
eight of hearts, and declarer 

the trick to West. 

Despite East's emphatic heart 
signal, it was not very attractive 
for West to lead that suit, espe- 
cially in view of dummy’s heart 
holding, but West had enough 
confidence in his partner to shift 
to the heart queen. 

It was at this juncture that East 
came up with the key play. Ob- 
serve that if he had followed suit 
with a low heart, South’s correct 
action would have been marked 
—to hold up the ace and .keep 
West on lead. Then, since West 
had started with only two hearts, 
it would not matter that the ace 
was kn out on the next 
round, South would concede an- 
other club trick and soon claim 
his contract. 

But East did not let South pro- 
tect himself! Reading the situa- 
tion perfectly, he overtook the 
heart queen with the king! He 
knew, of course, that this play 
risked the establishment of a sec- 
ond heart trick for declarer, but 
felt sure that the potential gain 
outweighed other considerations. 

East was right—his play of the 
heart king on his partner’s queen 
was a crushing blow to the declar- 
er. The extra heart trick South 
could now build was valueless, be- 
cause if he tried to establish that 
trick, East would defeat the con- 
tract by returning a spade.
